"Those maneuvers.’ 
cried the prisoners, "must fill all honest j 
men with indignation. 
This declara­ 
tion of the prisoner, made a deep im 
pression on the audience. Dreyfus spoke 
the last woads through his teeth and 
was evidently 
laboring 
under 
the 
greatest excitement and indignation 
The audience broke into the cry <>f 
"bravo-,” which 
gendarmes immedi­ 
ately suppressed. 
Captain Antonoine followed and re­ 
peated what Captain Datelle said con­ 
firming the confession. 
Dreyfus replied 
that he had not sicken to Captain Da­ 
telle. On being recalled, Captain LeBmn 
Renault said this was true, but he add­ 
ed Captain Datelle was present and 
could have overheard the conservation. 
M. Labori here pointed out that I ap- 
tain Datelle had not spoken to th# 
chief- on this s u b je c t and General Mer 
cior, who like all military witnesser 
followed the proceedings with the keen­ 
est attention, arose and admitted this 
was correct.

C o lo n e l J o u a u s t told Dreyfus he had 
1 not explained why he mentioned the 
1 term of three years, to which Dreyfm- 
replied: "I did not give three years as a

Gonze replied that ho did not. where 
upon M. Labori asked for letters ex­ 
changed between General Gonze and 
Colonel Picquart to be read. 
The clerk 
of the court began to read a letter be­ 
ginning "My Dear Picquart ” when 
General Gonze interrupted him and 
asked that Colonel Picquart’s previous 
letter be read first, but as the letter wa1 
not a v ailab le, its reading was adjourned 
until tomorow. 
Major Forzinetti, who was governor 
of tho Cherehe Midi prison during the 
time Dreyfus was imprisoned there, tes­ 
tified in behalf of Dreyfus, declaring 
that he never heard of the confession of 
Dreyfus. 
He said he frequently met 
Captain LeBrun Renault and Date]It 
and neither of them ever alluded to the 
alleged confession. 
The session concluded with confronte 
tions of Captain LeBrun Renault and 
General de Boisdeffre, the former ex­ 
plaining he did not speak to Major For­ 
zinetti of Dreyfus’ confession, because 
he received instructions to keep silent. 
General de Boisdeffre denied Major For­ 
zinetti ever expressed to him that Drey­ 
fus was innocent. The major maintained 
the assertion, however. 
Court then ad­ 
journed.
